a NEW HOUSES COMPLETED, 


During the Quarter ended 30th September, 1952, 909 new houses were completed 
in Tasmania compared with 887 in the June Quarter and 705 in the March Quarter, 1952, 
The number of completions during the Septerber Quarter in preceding years were 


1946-260; 197-366; 1918-545; 1919-620; 1950-1038 and 1951-1071, 


The 909 new houses completed during the September Quarter 1952, comprised 
129 solid brick, concrete etc; 73 brick, concrete etc,veneers; 466 wood; 157 prefabrice 
ated wood, and 84 fibro-cement, Of the 17,054 houses completed since the Septexber 
Quarter 1945, 4181 or 21.5% were of brick, concrete etc, and 12,873 or 75.5% of wood, 
etc, material, 


In addition 6 new dwellings were provided by the construction of flats, 
and shops with dwellings during the Quarter, 


The average recorded value of each house completed in Tasmania, rose contin- 
uously from September Quarter 1945, until the March Quarter 1952, but fell during the 


June Quarter 1952, However, average values increased again during the September 
Quarter 1952, and were the highest yet recoried, Average values were as follows:- 


Septenber Quarter 1945, £786; September Quarter 1946, £1015; September Quarter 1947,£1074;
